1. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the subjeot or context 
* Court means the District Court as defined in sec. 2 ol, (e) of the Special Marriage 
Act, 1954 ( Act XLIII of 196+). 

“ The Act " means the Special Marriage Act, 1954 (Act XLIII of 1964 ). 

“ Prescribed " means prescribed by these rules . 
2 . An appeal filed under sec . 8 or 17 of the Act shall be accompanied by a 
certified copy of the order appealed against. As soon as an appeal is filed it shall 
be numbered according to the serial number in the prescribed register and the par 
ticulars thereof shall be entered in the same . The register shall be in Form No. 1 . 

3. The appellant shall file along with the petition of appeal or on any subsequent 
date 88 the Court may direct copy or copies of the petition and notice in the 
prescribed form for service upon the Marriage Officer and any other person who 
intervened before the Marriage Officer , who passed the order appealed against . If 
any one intervened before the Marriage Officer, the application of appeal shall state 
clearly his name and address . 

4. Notice upon the Marriago Officer will be served through post , of which the 
cost will be borne by the State , but the appellant shall file the costs for calling 
for the record , and the costs will be the same as in the case of an appeal from 
the deoree of a Civil Court of the lowest jurisdiction . Service 

upon any other 
party will be made by the process fee as is required in miscellaneous , civil appeals . 

5 . Every application under the Act whether under secs. 22, 23 , 24 , 25 , or 27 
of the Act shall be accompanied by a copy of the certificate of marriage as entered 
in the Mærringe Certificate Book .

6 . When the application contains a prayer for a deoree for alimony and mainte

Such a person who comes after 
the aforesaid date may, before the application is actually heard , be allowed to in 
torvone if he satisfies the Court that there was no service in the residence or in 
the Court bouse, or that for any sufficient cause he was prevented from appearing 
on the date fixed . 
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12. The Court may , after hearing the parties and the intervener ask the latter 
to deposit such costs as it considers reasonable or direct him to furnish security for 
the same, if it appears to it that the intervention is intended to unnecessarily pro 
long the proceeding . 

13. Where in a proceeding the Court finds that the intervention was without 
jligt cause or frivolous or was malafide the Court may award costs to the successful 
party to be realised from the intervener . 

14 . In an application for divorce by husband on the ground of adultery of the 
wife the alleged adulterer shall be impleaded as a co - respondent and notice of the 
application with a copy thereof shall be served u ; on bim in the manner provided 
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in the Civil Procedure Code, 1908 for service of summons, unloss the potitioner is 
exound from so doing on one of the following grounds : 

(i) that the respondent is leading the life of a prostitute , and that the peti 

tioner knows of no person with whom the adultery has been committed : 
(ü ) that the name of the alleged adulterer is unknown to the petitioner , 

although he has made the due efforts to discover it . 
(iii ) that the alleged adulterer is dead .

THE ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES ORDINANCE , 1955 

No 1 of 1955 
PRUNI: I.CPATED BY TILE PRESIDENT IN TIE Firth YEW OF THE REPr BIIC OF INDIA . 
An Ordinance to provide , in the interests of the general public , for the control of 

the production , supply and distribution of, and trade and commeroe in , certain 
commodities , 

WHEREAS the Essential Supplies ( Temporary Powers ) Act, 1946 ( XXIV of 1946 ), 
which confers powers to control the production , supply and distribution of and trade 
and commerce in , certain commodities, expires on the 26th day of January , 1955 ; 

AND WUEREAs it is necessary , in the interests of the general public , to provide 
for the continuance of such powers in relation to some of the commodities specified 
in that Act and certain , other commodities ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which reoder it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of article 123 
of the Constitution , the Presidont is pleased to promulgate the fullowing Ordinance : 

1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Essential Commodities Ordinance , ! 955 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir . 
( 3 ) It shall come into force on the 26th day of January , 1955 . 
2. Definitions.-- In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires , -

3. Powers to control production , supply , distribution , etc. of epential commao 
dtios.- (1) If the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient

14. Burdon of proof in certain casas . Where a person is prosecuted for contra 
vening any order under section 3 or section 4 which probibits bim from doing any 
act or being in possession of a thing without lawful authority or without a permit, 
licence or other document, the burden of proving that he has such authority , permit , 
licence or other document shall be on him . 

15. Protection of action taken under Ordinance .- ( 1) No suit , prosecution 
or other legal proceeding shull lie against any person for anything wbich is in good 
faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of any order under section 3 or 
section 4 . 

(C ) No suit or other local proceediag shall lie aguinst the Government for any damage 
caused or likely to be caused by anything which is in good faith done or intended to 
be done in pursuance of any order under section 3 or section 4 .

In accordance with the interpretation of Article 280(1) (a) of the Constitution of India 
Liven by the Supreme Court in their judgment dated 30th Marclı, 1953 in A case regarding 
the Bombay State versus the United Motors and others , sales tax is leviable on non -resident 
dealers ly the State in which yoods sold by them are delivered for consumption . This 
State Government have , therefore , decided to lovy sales tax on all such sales affected on or 
after the 1st January , 1954. 

It is further notified for the information of non - resident deal.rs that the taxable quan 
tum iu their case has been prescribed at Rs.5,000 and the dealers who are liable to pay tax 
should , before 15th February, 1955 , apply to the Excise & Taxation Officer, Non - reridents 
Circle , Patiala , for registration under section 7 of the PEPSU General Sales Tax Ordiance , 
2006 , along with a treasury receipt of Rs. 5 as registration fee to be deponited in the Govt. 
treasury at Patiala . The registration fee can also be remitteil by a Bank Draft on the 
Imperial Bank of Indir at Aubala , Delhi and Bombay drawn in favour of the Treasury 
Officer, l’atiala , which should be forwurdod t ) the aforesaid assessing authority . 

The non -resident registered dealers shall submit by post quarterly returus within 30 
days of the quarter ending 30th June , 30th September , 318t December and 31st March 
every year in the prescribed form , obtaioable free from the said assessing authority , in 
respect of sales made for consumption in this state, along with the amount of tax payable 
in the manner alrendy stated above. The declaration forma prescribed for the purpose and 
duly signed by the purchasing registered dealers , shall also be fornished along with the 
quarterly returns . 

It has been further arranged that the accounts of a dealer would be examined at 
centrally located place in his State and efforts would be made to hear appeals in the 
dewler s State of residence .

(6 ) No person shall transport , attempt to transport, cause to be transported 
or offer for transport any Foodgrains into the urea of the State lying to the north 
of the village Kangpukpi except under and in accordance with a permit issued by 
the State Government in this behalf. 

Provided nothing in clause (a ) and (b ) above shall apply to the export or trans 
port of Foodgrains - 

(i) not exceeding five seers in weight in aggregate by a bonafide tre

The Central Government have published a notification in the Gazette of India 
dated June 27 , 1955 under Section 4 of the Displaced Persons ( Compensation and 
Rehabilitatiou ) Act, 1954 inviting applications for compensation from all those dis 
placed persons with verified claims for immovable property left in West Pakistan , 
who have not applied before under any of the priority categories or otherwise . 

Applications for compensation should be preferred ia duplicate on the prescribed 
forn and handed over or sent to the Settlement Ollicer within whose juridiction 
the applicant resides , or carries on business or works for gain . The prescribed forms 

on sale at all Settlement OfBces under the Central Ministry of Rehabilitation , 
and at Post Offices . In addition to the various documents which form part of the 
applications, overy claimant should put in an aflidavit in the form specificd under 
the rules and attested by a Magistrate or an Oaths Commissioner or by any other 
officer competent to administer an oath , and sh uld also send three passport size 
photograpbs and a certified copy of tho claim assessment order . Applicants are 
quired to give full details of loans , etc. owing from them as also arrears of rent . 
Under the rules , severe penalties aro prescribed for falso information given in regard 
to these public dues. 

Those claimants who have already sent in their applications for compensation in 
the priority categories or in connection with the purchase of property , or the gran 
tiny of loans, or otherwise , need not apply again . 

In those cases where the original claimint bas died and successors in interest 
now wish to put in applications for compensation , they should , in addition to the 
documents comprising the application form , als , submit particulars of the date and 
place of death of the deceased clumant with a duly certified death certificate and 
give particulars of heil s and relatives of the deceased and a trua copy of the will 
or other document on which they rely . Such successors in interest will also have 
to swear an affidavit in support of their stateinents. 

R. F. A. lounees should obtain a certificate from the Rehabilitation Finance Admi 
nistration regarding the total amount duo from them as principal and interest as 
on June 30 , 1955 , and send this certificate along with their compeosation applications. 

Applicants should fill in all the particulars required in the forms carefully so 
as to avoid delay which will be caused iſ inaccurate or incomplete information is given . 
The last date for the filing of compensation applications is September 26 , 1955.

The member of the Advisory Panel 
shall be appointed as a member of the Board for the full term of his membership of the 
Panel . 


( 3 ) The Guvernment of India may for it Oruse sufficient in its opinion , rem ve any 
murber of the Board bufore the expiration of the period of his office . 

(4 ) The non -ufficial members of the Board will work in an honorary c.ipacity . They 
may be paid such compensatory allowance as the Central Government may from time 
to time determina . 


(6 ) Tbe Regional Officer of the Central Board of Film Censors at Bombay will be 
the Secretary of the Board . 


(6 ) No act or proceeding of the Board shall be called in question on the ground 
merely of the existence of any Vacancy in or defect in the constitution of the Board . 


( 7 ) Unless otherwise directed by the Government of India , the Headquarters of the 
Board shall be at Bombay , 


(8 ) Meetings of the Board shall be presided over by the Chairman , and , in his 
absence the members present may elect one among themselves to preside . 


( 9 ) The quorum of the Board shall be three . 


( 10 ) The decision of the Board shall be that of the majority of the members attend 
ing the meeting and in the event of an equality of votes, the presiding officer shall 
have a second or casting vote. The decision of the Board shall be firal. If any appli 
cant wants to miiko any representation in regard to the film submitted by bin , however , 
the Board shall give him an opportunity to do so and it shall be open to the Board 
to revise their decision in the light of any such representation . 

(11 ) The Board shall be ordinarily meet every week for the purpose of approving 
films as scientific films, films intended for educational purposes , films dealing with 
news and current events or doc inentary films in terms of the directions issued by the 
Government of India under sub -section ( 4 ) of seciion 12 of the Cinematograph Act, 1962 
(XXXVII of 1952) and any similar directions issued by the State Governments. 

(12) Any person , firm , organisation or Government desirous of having any of his 
or its films approved by the Board shall send an application in writing to the Secretary 
of the Board stating the title of the film and the s jurc , from which it can be obtained 
by the exhibitors and such other particulars as may be raquired by the Board . 

(13) The Board will communicate the titles and subje sts of the films approved by 
them , together with the informition rogurling the sources from which they can be 
obtained , to the Central Government. The titles of the films certified to be scientific 
films, films intended for educational purposes , films dealing with news 

and current 
events or documentary films by the Central Government , with the approval of the film 
Advisory Board , will be notified in the Gazette of India together with the address from 
which they can be obtained .

HINTS ON DETECTING COUNTERFEITS OF PURE NICKEL COINS . 
With the introduction of Pure Njokel series of coins in 1946 , comprising Rupees, 1/2 
Rupees and 1/4 Rupees, the design of the - o coins was changed ; the sizes and standard 
weights of the coios romaining the same as in previous issues, except in the case of tho 
Rupea , which became smaller in diamoter ani consequently thicker, the weight re 
maining the same at 180 grains troy- the 1/2 Rupees and 1/4 Rupees weighting 90 grains 
and 45 grains rospectively . l uro Nickel rupees were first issued bearing the dat : 1947 
and 1/2 Rupres and 1/4 Rupees bearing the late 1946 . Pura Nickel rupere rof " 947 
aud 1/2 rupees and 1/4 rupees of 1946 and 1947 bore on their Reverse tho Tiver and on 
the Obverse the effigy of King George VI. No coins bearing the date 1948 and 194 !) were 
minted and issued by the Indian Mints . Pure Nickel Rupeos , 1/2 Rupees and 1/4 Rupees 
of 1950 and on -wards bour on their obverse the Asoka Pillar and on the reverso 
the Ears of coin design . In the Pure Nickel series of coins the rupees are security 
edged , whilst the 1/2 and 3/4 rupees bear a plain willing . 

Adoption of Puro Nickel in itself is a safeguard against counterfeiting . Ove 
of the Chi -f advantago lies in the difficulties of production . Pure Nickel cannot 
reartily be used for the making of small sand castings having & good surface 
finish . As the chief method of the Counterfeiter is to cast individual coins 
in sand or metal moulds , he must employ some alternative medium whioh cin 
readily be detected . A distinctive fouture of nickel 18 that it is magnetic , and 
no other metal wbich might conceivably be considered 

considered suitable for coinage has 
this property . Therefore a magnet can be used as a test of the genuineness of 
puro nickel coins. Further more pure nickel is particularly free from taruishing , 
any dirt or finger marks can be wiped clean with a dry rag . 

Two kinds of counterfeits of puro nickel coins are found viz . cast and struck , 
or a combination of the two . 

Cast counterfeits are the most easily made , and therefore more usually 
found . The mould into which the moiton metal is 

metal is poured , may 

poured , may be made of 
sand , clay , powdered burnt brick , plaster of paris or similar materials and the 
impression on the mould is taken from & genuine coin . The mould has a small 
hole or gate out in the rim , through which the molten metal is poured . The 
metal which fills this hole , and solidifies with the rest of the casting , forms a 
projection on the rim 

on the rim of the cast coin , which must be cut off to enable the 
rim at this point to be finished and milled by hand , and the security groove put in . 
Signs of this hand finishing can usually be detected on the rim of cast counterfeits , 


are 
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Struck counterfeits made by striking or pressing blanks between dies of 
hard inetal, the designs of which are engraved by hand , or from dies of softer 
metal on which the impressions can be transferred from a genuine coin . The blanks , 
thus struck , inay have boon first cast or cut from sheet inetal. 

Counterfi- its ars more easily detected if cómpired with one inore genuine 
coins of the same design , using a magnifying glass if necessary . A suspicious cuid 
may also be weighed against a genuine cuin showing the same amount 
since most counterfeits which do not contain much lead are lighter than genuine 
coins . 

The only disadvantaye of pure nickel coins is that they have no ring , and 
for centuries Indians have been (accus owed to judge the genuineness of the silver 
coins by listening for the clear ring of high touch silver coins . There is no doubt 
that the ringing test diminished in importance when quatervary alloy coins with 
50 % silver 

were introduced . These coins give a much higher and sharper ring than 
their high touch predecessors. The cumbness of pure nickel coins however is com 
pressed fur by their magnetic properties and any small boy equipped with a cheap 
magnet can azeily distinguish a counterfeit from a genuine coin . 

The thickness of a genuine coin s uniform whilst counterfeits are sometimes 
thicker at one side than at the other , and are often slightly bent distorted . 
Bu th : t they will not lie evenly between two othor coins . 

The rim of q -nuina puro nickel Rupees , 1/2 Rupees and 1/4 Rupees are 
regularly miled and all round with straight indentations at right angles to the fucos , 
but pure nickril rupees have also a security devise in the centre of the willid edge. 
This device consists of a shallow groove with a design consisting of a chain of 
small beads in relief in two sections separated by blank spacos. lo counterfeits of 
these cuins the milling is often at a slant, the spaces between the indentations 
irregular and the indentations themselves uneven or broken . 

The milling can best 
be examined by placing the suspected coin between two yood coins of the some 
description , when defects can readily be detected . 

Coins should not be classed counterfeits solely on account of bad mil . 
ling , since genuine coins are found with worn milling , with portions soldered for 

as ornaments or with the edges filled or touched up . Coins of which the milling 
is good however , are seldom counterfeits. 
The beads 

appear in relief, insiile the security groove on the Rupee 
coins, should be clear cut, well defined , and uniform in size and shape . The blank 
portions of the groove should be equal in lengtb. ln countorfeits, the heads are often 
budly shaped and even in size , the intervening spaces being sometimes filled with 
metal. The blank portions usually shown signs of metal having been scooped out 
by band , resulting the broken willing on either side of the blank portion , und 
possibly a wider groove in genuine coins.

especially in outline . 

Blurred lines or edges and au in perfect impression (unless 
plainly due to wear and ter] are suspicious. Letters and figures of the inscrip 
tion should be clear well defined and rounded . Blurred , irregular, or double lines 
are to be regarded with suspicion . Io soire counterfeits the letter are much thinner 
than on genuine coins. 

The table or plain surface of the roin ( i. e . the portion not oocupied by 
any design or i:-scription ) should be smoth , even and free from blemish . An uneven , 
-spotted or rough surface with irregullar modes of metal thereon is suspicious. 
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All cast quins aro counterfeits . In a ca - t oin the surface is usually rough , or 
pitted with minute holes. The rim is usually defective , particularly at the gate 
or point where the metal was youred int , the mould . 

In the case of struck counterfeits, it is not unusual to find serveral with indentical, 
marks or defecla , having been struck from the samo dies . The milling is usually very 
irregular . In the case of cast counterfeits , the rilling and the design in the groove 
are often crenly spaced , except at tbe gate where the surplus metal has been 
removed .

EARLY PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION TO WIDOWS. 
In a Presu Note dute 1 July 29 , 1953 it was announced that widows boving verified 
claims in their own names etc. would be paid cash upto a maxirdum of Rs. 8,000/- and 
would be given priority in the matter of payment 

This concession is now being extended to those who became widows subsequent to the 
filing of compensation applications by their bushanda 

Such widowa, whether or not their applications Wafe paude in their own ppmes , will 
be given priority in the matter of the payment of opmpennation . 


EXPLOITATION OF SMALL DISPLACED CLAIMANTS . 
GOVERNMENT NOT TO RECOGNISE SALE AND PURCHASE OF CLAIMS. 

PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION TO BE EXTENDED . 
The Government of India buvº noticed with como concern that the concession which 
WH8 viven to displaced persons with claims who wished to purchase property in the 
Coms ensation poul , 10 associate other claimants with them to make up the amount of their 
bid , is being abused . 

Soine persons interested in the purchase of pool property have been including those 
claiinants who are in need of ready cash to part with their claims at prices far bolow tho 
amount of compensation payable on such clainis . The object of the Government in per 
mitting claimants to assuci te among themsolves for the purpose of buying property was 
to facilitato both the purch.se and the sale of such property and to enable genuine buyers 
to purchase property against claims. 

To put an end to exploitation , the Government has decided not to rooognisa sale and 
purchase of claims. 

Such sale and purchase of clainis will not be reccpvised . However, if claimants wish 
to combine to purchase property, they would be permitted to do so , but the sale certificate 
will be made out in the name of all those persons and their shares specified in it according 
to the amount contributed loy each of them oither by adjustment of claim or by cash . 

To give immediate relief to small claimants . orders have already insued that those 
claimants wliose claims are for KH . 2,000 or less should be given priority for payment in 
cash . 

Cash payments upto kr. 8,000 will continue to be made to claimants belonging to 
needy categories , such as widowa, grantees of maintenance allowance and displaced 
claimants who are suffering from T.B. or cancer or whose dependants are suffering from 
these diseases, minors, inmates of Homes, receipients of cash doles, etc. 

The range of persons to whom early relief should be given by payment of compon 
eation in cash is being further extended . 

Instructions have been issued that claimants whose verified olaims do not exopod 
Rs . 10,000 and who are to be paid in cash should havo their cases dealth with 
oxpoditiouny. 
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It has been decided that to claimants residing in the States of West Bengal, Assam , 
Tripura , Manipur and Jammu & Kashmir where the evacuee preperty law dies not apply . 
paymonts in cash up to hs. 8,00 ) should be made. 

A similar concession is being extended to claimants who have permanently 
sottled in foreign countries .

to women who 
bocame widows subsequent to the filing of claims by their buzbınds . 

Over 70,000 claimants have alrmudy been paid about Rs. 15,00,00,000 in cash , and 
the administrativu machinery has been furthur strengthened so that the pace of 
payment will lie considerably increased .

The following instructions are issuel for the guidance of the Officers in charge of 
Development Departments , the Deputy Commissioner , the Revenue Officers subordinate to 
him and others in the preparation of District and Village Plans for the Soc m five year 
Plan of this State : 

2 . Mavipur is & single district State anl, therefore , the Distriit l lan is also in a sense 
the State Plan . But by the term District Plan may be understood the suin total of the Vil 
lage Plans es collated and modified ly the Deputy Commissioner and :4pproved by the State 
Government. The term State Plan may denote the Plan originating at the level of the 
State Government . 

3 . Contents of the Village Plan- In paragraph 7 of the Planning Commisriin s letter 
No. FYIT/CDI/ ! /51 } ulod tlo 28th April , 19.54 fujno items for Village Plins have bron 

Educa 
ope ifiedl , Jo pai agraph of the letter there is a reference to items such as llealth , 
tion , otc . These as elundited in Planning Commission s letter No. FYII /CD1/ 05/5.5 date ! 
February 22 , 1955 will form the contents of the Village Plans. l be attached proforma 
onumeratog the items, Separate instructions for preparation of Plans for Imphal 
Municipality and other sclect oreus inarkedly urban in character will follow . 

Brondly speaking , there are rurious items in the proforma in rest ect of which it is possible to 
achieve substiintial results by self- help and collective offort, i.e., without any contribution from the 
Stale revenues I; such self -help and colleclive " ffort , either in the shape of money or kind , is 
not forthcoming to the extent considered necrszary, it is almost certain that the scope of progress 
in ihoss items will be corresponding y lovs , All concerned with planning shoulil not only var 
this point in mind , but should spare 10 prins t: emphasize it in villagjes, 80 that undue 
expectations may not be raised Kulely on the strength of taryels indicted in the profurna . 

4. Frame-work of District and Village plans In pursuance of the recommendations of 
the Planning Commission in paragraph 1 of the letter of the 28th April , 1954 the Depart . 
ments at the Slatu -cum - District levol should indicate thu general framework of the District 
Plan for the above itons. For this purpose the officers in chargo of Development Depart. 
ments will lour a represontative solection of at least a dozen villogu in euch Tabsil in the 
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Plain and one sub- division in the Hills and hold discussions with the concerned local officials 
and as many local learlers as pusrible , particularly from the villages . In the light of these 
discursions , cach Officer in charge of a Development. Dopariment will indicate to the Deputy 
Commissioner the target for his subject for each Ta bril/ Sub - llivision . The Deputy Com 
missioner will, in consultation with these Officers , work out the general framework for the 
District Plan ( with Tabsil / Sub -division -wise breakup ) for the various items enumerated in 
the proforma. A copy of the District framework targeta Talukwise targets for a particular 
district is enclosed for Development Departments only herewith for information and guidance. 
The officer in charge of Development Departments responsil,le for the subjects for which they 
are to fix targets are shown in paragraph 10 below . A list of Planning Tahsils / Sub -divisions 
is also given in para 11. 

5. Machinery for Planning - The Dutrict Framework of the Plan with Tahsil / Subdi 
vision -wise break -up , as compiled by the Deputy Commissioner and as approved by the State 
Government, will be cominunicated to all Development Departments for the information and 
guidance of the officers and other staff of those Departments. It will also go to the Sub 
divisional Oflicere, Subleputy Collectos, Project Executive Officer, Block Development 
Officers, Extension and Supervisory Officers , Village level workers, Kanangus, Annins , 
Jiladars , Mouzadara , Village Chowkidors , Presidents of Village Panchayets and Village 
Development Committees, Members of the Village Adalati Panchayete , Teachers of the 
village schools , etc , why are to le rusponsible for the build - up of the plan at various stages , 

The framework , District and Tahsil/ Subdivirion , will be irrorated into column 3 
of the attached proforma by these officials against cach item before they proceed to elicit 
information on the various items in the proferinit . 

(a ) Plans in Panchayat drras - In villages where there is l c VJlage Panchayats, tho 
l auchayat shall be the committee for village plannings . The villa ( chowkidar , members 
of tlo village Adalati Panchayet, the villageschwol teachers and wherever the village comes 
under the Community Development and National Extension l rogrammer , the Gram Sevak 
will also be members . The members of the Adalati Panchayats and the teachers may be dis 
tributed to different village planning units within the area ferved loy tho Adalati Panchayat 
and the school. This applies to teachers of High Schouls and Middle Schools , if any . 
The President of tho Panchayat or the person who is entitled to exercise the functions of the 
President will be the convener of the Panchayat Planning Committee . 

(b ) Plans in Non - Panchayat Areas -The villages in non - Panchayat areas will have 
Village Planning Committee , one for cach village or convenient group of villages . The 
division of & Tahsil , a Sub -divisior, or a Block area into village planning units should be 
approved by the Sub - Deputy Collector /Sub- Divisional Officer , or where there are Community 
Development Projects and National Extension Service Blocks by the Project Executive Officer 
or Block Development Officer . It may be borne in mind in this connection that a Commu 
nity Development or National Extension Block covers about 100 villages and an averago 
population of 66,000 . The Sub -Deputy Collector/Sub-Divisional Officer , or in the case of 
Project and Extension Blook areas the Project Executive Officer or Block Development Officer 
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shall nominate the members of the Committee , which shall invariably contain the Gram 
Sevak , the Village Chuwkidar and a member of the Adalati Panchayat ferving the area , if 
any . The Chowkidar will be the convener of the committee . The total strength of this 
Committee may be from 7 to 1 ] , including the Choukiilar and member of the Adalat 
Panchayet. If it is not possible to include the Circle Amin , the Monmolar and the village 
Fohool teacher in the committee , they should as a rule be invited to the meetings of tho 
committee . The distribution of teachers and members of the Adalnti Panchayats to the 
different village committees will he ag in the case of the l anchayat areas. 

( c ) Plans for Areas with some Urlian Element . - The machinery here will be the same 
as for the villages in Panrayat or Non -panchayat areas , only , the information collected 
will be different in view of the urban element involved . 

6 . Build -up of the Plan : 

(a ) Tho Cliowkidar , the Panchayet Executive , the (iram Sevak , etc , will discuss the 
proforma in their committees and obtain information on the targets already written in and 
on the contribution which each village is prepared to make by way of men , money , 
material, etc. Such of the relevant data us are available in the village recorde mantained 
by Amins and others will also be filled in lig thoni. 

Tho village plan will be prepared in duplicate and they will send up one COP ! 
in original to the Revenue Oficer in large of the Tahsil or Sub - olivision and in the 
case of Project and Extension areas to the Project Exycutive Officer or Blick Development 
Officer as the case may be . 

(b ) Tho S.D.C., Sub- Divisional Onicer Block levelopment Officer etc. will collate the 
village plans, scrutinise them by conducting a low test checkr , kay about 5 per cent and 
also in consultation with the subjicy specialists , such as Agricultural Demonstrator , Veteri. 
nary Assistant Surgeon , Extension Oficers, etc. IIe will explain any substantial modifcations 
made in the general fianirwork . The Tahsildar, Block Development Officer, etc. will 
then send up the Tahsil or Block totalwith the village plans in original to the Deputy 
Commissioner . This set of village plans in original will be returnel to the s.n.c., S.D.O., 
etc. for retention after approval of the Government. 

(c ) The Tahsil, Sub Division anıl the Municipal plans will be collated by the Deputy 
Commissioner into the District Plan and the modifications discusred with the Officers in . 
charge of the Development Departments . The 1 ).C . will then enbmit the District plan to the 
Govt. for approval. We will also send copies of the came to the development Departments 
for scrutiny . 

( d ) The Development Departments will then indicate to the Government portions of 
their state Plan to be implemented in each particu ar Tahril or Block , for example , hospi 
tals and dispensaries , eloctricity extension , road schemer , irrigation schemes , etc , outside 
the Village and Municipal Plans. This together with the Tahsil / Subdivision (District) 
Plan as approved by the Governinent will be the final comprehensive Tahsil /Subdivision etc. 
Plan which will be placed for tho approval of the Tahsil /Subili virion Planning Committee. 
The Tabeil/Subdivision Plans ( comprehensive ) finally approved by the Government of 
India will be published and placed before the peoplo for implementation , 


( o ) The comprehensive State Plan emerging as a result of the consolidation of the State 
Level Plan with the District Level Plan will also be placed for the approval of the Stato 
Planning and Development Committee. 

7 . Training.- For this purpose , somo general instructions will be necessary in planning 
work for the Kana : igur , Amins, Mouzadars , Chowkidars, S.1 Cs./S.D.Os, and Municipal 
Executiver . The D.C. will arrange to explain to the S.D.Cs. , S.D.Os, and Municipal Executivess 
how the work is to be done. The Tahsildars in their turn , will similarly instruct the 
Panchayat Executives , Amins , Mouradars and Chuwkidarg . 

8. Community Development Areas - In the Nətional Extension and Community 
Development Aras , the work of planning will the responsibility of the Block Officials. 
The Gram Sevaks will work at the level of the village committee and the Block Deve 
lopment Officer at the Block level in place of the S. D. C./S . 1) . O , The Project Officer / 
Block De volopment Officer will collate the village plans an :l conduct a few test checks in 
the field of pot less than 5 pc and also fcrutinise them in consultation with the Extension 
Officers . He inay make sucb modifications as may be necessary but he will explain any subs 
tantial modificntions made in the general framework . If the present system of multipurpose 
Zonal Supervisors continues in the Thoubal Community Development Block the Gram Sevaks 
and others at the village level may forward the plans to the Supervisors who may collate 
thom and make the Zunal Plan after conducting a few text checks of not less than 5 p.c. 
The Zonal Plans thus formed will he forwarded to the Project Executive Officer. 

(a ) In National Extension areas where there are no multipurpose Zi nal Supervisors , the 
Gram Sevaks will forward all the village plans of their circlex to the Block Development 
Officer . The Blick Development Officer with the help of the Extension Officers and other 
staff of the Development Departmonts in the area will after conducting a few test checks !

9 . In Hill areas the Village Authorities will frame the village plans and the Headmen 
will retain one copy and send up another to the S.N.O. concerned .
